The Pension Fund Tourism Sector 
seminar received with great 
enthusiasm 


The Pension Fund Tourism 
Sector Aruba offered an in¬ 
formative Pension Seminar on 
November 18th, 2011, at the 
Holiday Inn Sunspree, fol¬ 
lowed by a networking oppor¬ 
tunity. 

The afternoon featured a 
number of speakers, including 
Aruba Prime Minister Mike 
Eman, as well as Past President 
of the FTA, Anselmo Pontilius, 
tourism pioneer Harold Malm- 
berg, Pension specialist Lau¬ 
rens H.M. Keesen and Jossy 
Lacle, the current President of 
the PFTSA Board. 



Managing Director Sanaa 
Baroud welcomed guests on 
behalf of the PFTSA, stating 
that the pension fund is already 
20 years old. Funded by vision¬ 
aries and pioneers of the is¬ 
lands tourism industry it has 
grown over the years to 3,000 
members. In her welcome 
notes she introduced board 
members, Jossy Lacle, Glenn 
Faro, Rudy Geerman, Nataly 
Wouters, Ton Kolman, Valerie 
Pietersz Camacho and Ann 
Brinkman, all members of the 
local business community and 
invited companies to join the 
straight forward and sensible 
plan offered by the FPTSA, a 
not-for-profit organization. 

Chairman of the Board 
Jossy Lacle then explained that 
as part of the enlightened, so¬ 
cial minded world, the Aruban 
government also believes that 


older persons of the commu¬ 
nity have the unconditional 
right to income security, and 
old age pension, which is the 
most effective way to provide 
dignity to members of society 
as they age. 

Lacle stated: 4 And we can¬ 
not deny that the world is aging 
fast. As stated by Global Action 
on Aging, a non-profit organi¬ 
zation headquartered in NY 
and affiliated to the United Na¬ 
tions Economic and Social 
Council, developing nations in¬ 
creasingly face difficulties sup¬ 
porting their older population. 
In most developing countries, 
the elderly live at the bottom of 
the socio-economic strata. For 
the first time in history there 
will be more people over 60 
than under 15. 

By providing fair income to 
older persons, Lacle informed, 
the government can meet its 
obligation to protect the most 
vulnerable sector in our society. 
But that of course is not enough 
to provide for the elderly who 
often care for their grandchil¬ 
dren and other members of 
their extended family, buying 
food, supplies, paying utilities 
and providing clothes and 
school materials, he shared. 

The Mandatory Pension law 
which will be coming into ef¬ 
fect on January 1st, 2012, will 
enforce saving for old age with 
the participation of the em¬ 
ployee and the employer, 
building a nest-egg of retire¬ 
ment savings together. “And 


yes we have to do this,” Lacle 
inspired, “not just because we 
care, but because we also care 
for the coming generations.” 

In the second half of his ad¬ 
dress he went on to describe the 
PFTSA, a non-profit entity, that 
was founded in 1992 as the ini¬ 
tiative of the Aruba Hotel and 
Tourism Association and the 
Federacion di Trahadoman di 
Aruba (FTA), as they both 
shared the same vision for the 
need to create a pension plan 
which would provide employ¬ 
ees in the tourism industry with 
additional income after retire¬ 
ment on top of the general old 
age pension provided by the 
government. 

PFTSA, he explained, safe¬ 
guards the savings into a solid 
fund reporting to the Central 
Bank of Aruba on a monthly 
basis.

At present, Lacle clarified, 
there are more than 3,000 mem¬ 
bers in more than 40 prestigious 
local organizations that trust the 
PFTSA with their retirement 
funds, and the board does not 
take its responsibility lightly, as 
they are personally accountable 
for growing the investment 
portfolio steadily but conserva¬ 
tively and in so doing ensuring 
the solidity of the fund. 

He made clear that PFTSA’s 
clients are employed in the 
Tourism Sector of Aruba. And 
all payments of member com¬ 


panies are based on the actual 
amount of employees per 
month, which results in a very 
accurate payment of pension 
contributions. He then went on 
to explain the simple and 
straight forward Pension Plan, 
including the option of part¬ 
ners’ pension, and orphan pen¬ 
sions, to protect families 
against unforeseen tragedies. In 
case of a disability, he stated, 
the coverage awarded by the 
PFTS A represents 100% of the 
last contribution. As it stands, 
participants save a minimum of 


6% towards their retirement di¬ 
vided equally among employee 
and employer while giving the 
employee the opportunity to 
save additional funds up to 9%. 

Moreover, the employee 
may also make additional con¬ 
tributions of 2% retroactively 
and all contributions towards 
the Pension Fund are non tax¬ 
able. 

To join, Lacle described, the 
employer must become a 
PFTSA member, and partici¬ 
pants should be over 18 years 
old, and must earn a minimum of 


Awg 1,542.90 a month, accord¬ 
ing to the new pension law draft. 

In July of every year the 
PFTSA provides members and 
participants with the annual 
Pension Benefit Statements 
and most importantly, muta¬ 
tions are worked out during the 
same month, making reports, 
and consequently company 
payments completely accurate. 

The fund, Lacle said, prides 
itself for on-time payments, to 
all our participants, and all the 
administration is done in- 
house. 


At the end of his presenta¬ 
tion, Lacle explained that ex¬ 
actly because many agreed that 
the AOV government pension 
provides insufficient coverage 
at retirement, the PFTSA was 
instituted.

NGO releases new pictures of Brazil’s 
isolated Amazon tribe

CARACAS — A complaint on 
crimes against humanity filed 
on Monday before the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court (ICC) at 
The Hague, the Netherlands, 
accuses Hugo Chavez and 
some of his top aides, rather 
than the Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment or him as President, said 
Diego Arria, a former Vene¬ 
zuelan Ambassador to the 
United Nations and a pre-can¬ 
didate to opposition presiden¬ 
tial primary elections. 

"It is a complaint to defend 
the rights of thousands and 
thousands of victims of Hugo 
Chavez. This complaint is nei¬ 
ther against the Venezuelan 
president's office as an institu¬ 
tion nor against Chavez as 
Head of State. It is intended to 
determine the criminal and 
personal liability of Hugo 
Chavez and some of his top 
aides for crimes against hu¬ 
manity," he said. 

Arria stressed that the com¬ 
plaint requires a prompt ruling, 
in order to prevent new crimes 
that are foreseeable in the light 
of Venezuelan circumstances. "I 
intend to prevent situations sim¬ 
ilar to those occurred in coun¬ 
tries such as Ivory Coast when 
his President (Laurent Gbagbo) 
refused to step down." 


"We are not accusing Hugo 
Chavez, because that pertains to 
the prosecutor and the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court (ICC). 
We have come here to defend 
the rights of thousands and 
thousands of Venezuelan vic¬ 
tims," the independent presi¬ 
dential hopeful said. He added 
that some of the crimes for 
which he produced evidence 
are "murder, forced displace¬ 
ment and violation of property." 

Arria said, in an interview 
with private TV news network 
Globovision, that the docu¬ 
ments were prepared more 
than one year ago in order to 
report on a widespread govern¬ 
ment policy aimed at violating 
human rights. 

The former Venezuelan am¬ 
bassador to the UN said that he 
cannot disclose the names of 
those involved in specific com¬ 
plaints until the prosecutor de¬ 
termines that an investigation 
will be opened in fear of retal¬ 
iation." 

Arria expects a prompt rul¬ 
ing on the allegations he made. 
He said that the complaint will 
be examined by an ICC pre¬ 
liminary court, where prosecu¬ 
tor Luis Moreno Ocampo will 
decide whether or not to up¬ 
hold the allegations. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - A 
non-governmental group yes¬ 
terday released new pictures of 
an Indian tribe living in isola¬ 
tion in the Brazilian Amazon 
and warned that they are threat¬ 
ened by the return of illegal 
gold miners on their territory. 

Survival International, a 
London-based group lobbying 
to protect tribal people, said it 
released new pictures of "an 
uncontacted Yanomami village 
in Brazil, 20 years after one of 
its crucial campaigns created 
the biggest forested indigenous 
territory in the world." 

"These new pictures em¬ 
phasize how important the ter¬ 
ritory is in protecting the 
Yanomami from goldminers 
who devastated the tribe in the 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Dan¬ 
gerous or toxic toys remain on 
sale in US stores as Americans 
gird for the approach of Christ¬ 
mas and the rush to stock up on 
presents for eager children, a 
US consumer group said yes¬ 
terday. 

In a report dubbed "Trouble 
in Toyland," commissioners 
told how they had found unac¬ 
ceptable levels of lead and ph- 
thalates, or chemicals, in 25 
kinds of toys, as well as pro¬ 
ducts which presented a signi¬ 
ficant choking hazard. 

"While most toys are safe, 
our researchers still found toys 
on the shelves that pose chok¬ 
ing hazards and other toys that 
contain hazardous levels of 
toxic chemicals including 
lead," Nasima Hossain, a 
spokeswoman from the US 
Public Interest Research 
Group, said in the report. 

"Choking on small parts, 
small balls and balloons is still 
the leading cause of toy-related 
injury. Between 1990 and 2010 
over 400 children died from 
toy-related injuries, but more 


1980s," it added in a statement.

Safety Commission (CPSC) 
welcomed the report, and ac¬ 
knowledged more work 
needed to be done.

"But, 
we need to continue to have all 
hands on deck when it comes 
to promoting product safety, 
including consumers and in¬ 
dustry, in addition to the 
CPSC."

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court yes¬ 
terday announced it was 
dropping the case against mur¬ 
dered Libyan leader Moamer 
Kadhafi for crimes against hu¬ 
manity after receiving his 
death certificate. 

"The pre-trial chamber of 
the International Criminal 
Court decided to terminate the 
case against Moamer Mo¬ 
hammed Abu Minyar Kad¬ 
hafi, M the court said in a 
statement, adding that ICC 
prosecutors had asked judges 
to withdraw the arrest warrant 
against him. 

The court said it received a 
confidential transmission of 
Kadhafi's death certificate on 
November 10. 

Judges issued arrest war¬ 
rants against Kadhafi, his son 
Seif al-Islam and his security 
chief Abdullah al-Senussi on 
June 27 for crimes against hu¬ 
manity, committed in trying to 
put down Libya’s bloody re¬ 
volt, sparked in mid-February. 

The late Libyan strongman 
met an undignified end on Oc¬ 
tober 20 when he was felled by 
a bullet to the head. The con¬ 
flict in Libya ended three days 
later when the interim National 
Transitional Council an¬ 
nounced the north African 
country’s ’’total liberation”. 

Libya said yestersday dur¬ 
ing a visit by the ICC’s chief 
prosecutor Luis Moreno- 
Ocampo that it would not hand 
over Seif. 

International Committee of 
the Red Cross representatives 
yesterday met Moamer Kad- 
hafi’s detained son Seif al- 
Islam in Libya and he 
appeared to be in good health, 
a spokesman said. 

Two officials of the Geneva- 
based ICRC met with Seif for 
several hours in the town of 
Zintan, where he was captured 
on Saturday, spokesman Steven 
Anderson told AFP. 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Weary but determined Occupy 
Wall Street protesters strolled 
into Washington in the rain 
yesterday, completing a 13-day 
march from New York for a 
cause they said was far from 
over. 

Carrying a US flag and an 
orange "people before profit” 
poster, they went directly to 


both occupations that have 
taken root in the US capital 
since early October, before 
going on to the Capitol building. 

”To be actually this close to 
DC is unbelievable,” Mike 
Glazer, 26, an actor from 
Chicago who was among the 
original 20-odd marchers who 
set off November 9 from New 
York, told AFP just outside 


Washington. 

Stopping along the way at 
protest camps in Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, the "Occupy 
the Highway” march — mostly 
along US Route One — grew to 
about 50 participants who fi¬ 
nally entered Washington in 
two groups. 

They had been in Philadel¬ 
phia when New York police 


stormed the Occupy Wall 
Street encampment in lower 
Manhattan that had triggered 
nationwide protests against so¬ 
cial inequality and corporate 
influence on US politics. 

As his comrades enjoyed 
free coffee from the bohemian 
Busboys and Poets cafe in Hy- 
attsville, Maryland, Glazer 
said he hoped the trek from 


New York — billed as "Occupy 
the Highway” — would set an 
example. 

"This was a sort of experi¬ 
ment, a king of spearhead of 
something that I hope will be 
much longer marches,” he told 
AFP. ”We want marches to 
continue. We don't want our 
march to be, 'OK, that was the 
march and that's it',” he said.

'Used' pacemakers give Indians 
new lease of life

- (AFP) - Chandrakan Pawar is 
lucky to be alive. In Septem¬ 
ber, the Indian former textile 
mill worker was given an arti¬ 
ficial pacemaker after his heart 
rate plunged to just 20 to 30 
beats per minute. 

On the face of it, his case 
was not unusual, with the use 
of pacemakers to correct ab¬ 
normal heart rates now com¬ 
monplace around the world. 
What was more unusual is that 
his pacemaker was ’’second¬ 
hand”. 

Instead of a new device, the 
61-year-old from Mumbai was 
given a free reconditioned 
pacemaker that had been used 
previously by a patient in the 
United States and removed 
after their death. 

"I feel much better now. 
There’s no giddiness,” said 
Pawar, who suffered three 


years of blackouts due to his 
low pulse. ”It’s like a new 
life,” he said. 

The privately run Holy 
Family Hospital in Mumbai, 
where he was treated, has 
been receiving second-hand 
pacemakers from the United 
States for the past decade 
under an innovative scheme 
designed to help its poorest 
patients. 

The doctor behind the ini¬ 
tiative, Daniel Mascarenhas, 
has also provided other 
equipment, including coro¬ 
nary stents (tubes) and im¬ 
plantable defibrillators, which 
send electric shocks to correct 
abnormal heart rhythms. 

All the devices have either 
been removed from patients or 
were unused but past their ex¬ 
piry dates, the Indian-born car¬ 
diologist, who practises in 
Pennsylvania, said. 

’’Some consultants play 
golf. I go to funeral homes,” 
he said. ’’When I find a (pace¬ 
maker) device which has five 
years of life left, it's like find¬ 
ing bullion. 

Mascarenhas and his col¬ 
league from the University of 
Texas Health Science Center 
at Houston, Bharat Kantharia, 
highlighted the scheme in an 
article in the American Journal 
of Cardiology in October. 

Between 2004 and 2010, 
they said 53 permanent pace¬ 


makers (PPMs) donated from 
US funeral homes were ster¬ 
ilised, reconditioned and used 
by the Holy Family Hospital. 

Of those, 37 were im¬ 
planted in new patients while 
16 were given to those requir¬ 
ing replacement devices. 

"No significant complica¬ 
tions including infections or 
device failures” were found 
when patients were tracked, 
the doctors said, calling the 
procedure "safe and effective”. 

’’Implantation of donated 
PPMs can not only save lives 
but also improve quality of life 
of needy patients.” 

The charitable scheme 
highlights the problems of ac¬ 
cess to quality healthcare in 
India, which is seeing spi¬ 
ralling rates of heart disease 
due to rapid lifestyle changes. 

The booming economy has 
led to a buoyant private health¬ 
care sector with world-class 
facilities and care, plus the de¬ 
velopment of a medical 
tourism industry enticing pa¬ 
tients from around the world. 

But the majority of India's 
1.2 billion people are still 
forced to rely on a massively 
over-stretched, under-funded 
public health system with 
crumbling, dirty and over¬ 
crowded hospitals. 

Low-income families often 
are forced to take loans to 
cover basic medical fees. 
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'Thousands' hit by 
Djibouti diarrhoea 
outbreak

- (AFP) Authorities in Dji¬ 
bouti have reported a serious 
outbreak of a potentially fatal 
diarrhoea infection in the 
capital, with two deaths since 
October and 127 new cases 
this month, the World Health 
Organization said on Tues¬ 
day. 

The WHO said 5,000 cases 
of Acute Watery Diarrhoea 
(AWD) have already been re¬ 
ported this year compared to 
2,000 in the Red Sea port in 
2010 . 

Poor hygiene and sanita¬ 
tion along with recent rainfall 
in some areas had led to the 
contamination of already lim¬ 
ited and unsafe water sup¬ 
plies, according to the UN 
health agency, which said the 
drought in the Horn of Africa 
had exacerbated the situation. 

"The effects of the recur¬ 
ring drought on several parts 
of Djibouti and neighbouring 
countries have resulted in a 
malnourished, poorer and 
more vulnerable population,” 
a WHO statement said. 

The body is working with 
the Djibouti ministry of 
health to train health workers 
and set up treatment centres. 


Last week the UN rights 
agency reported an outbreak 
of cholera among Somali 
refugees in Kenya's huge 
Dadaab refugee camp, with 
one death. 

The WHO said on Tuesday 
that all five camps were af¬ 
fected by AWD but no cases 
had been reported in Kenya 
outside the camps. 

AWD is rife in south cen¬ 
tral Somalia where more than 
53,000 cases were reported 
this year, resulting in 795 
deaths, the agency said.

Amazon countries 
meet in Brazil to mull 
development 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia’s 
space agency admitted Tues¬ 
day there was little chance of 
saving a probe that aimed to 
bring back soil from Mars's 
largest moon but has been 
stranded in Earth orbit since 
launch. 

Russia launched the Pho- 
bos-Grunt research probe to 
the Martian moon Phobos on 
November 9, in an attempt to 
reinvigorate its interplanetary 
programme which had not 
seen a successful mission 
since the fall of the Soviet 
Union. 

However hours later the 
probe failed to depart the 
Earth's orbit and mission con¬ 
trol lost radio contact with the 
craft. 

"We need to be realists. 
Since we could not establish 
contact for so long, the 
chances to carry out this expe¬ 
dition right now are very 
slim," Davydov said, quoted 
by the ITAR-TASS and Inter¬ 
fax news agencies. 

Roscosmos still does not 
know what exactly went 
wrong with its ambitious five- 
billion-ruble ($165 million) 
probe, which was meant to 
scoop up soil on Phobos and 
bring it back to Earth by 2014. 

"If we gain contact and un¬ 
derstand what is happening 
with the probe, then maybe 
we will be able to draw con¬ 
clusions. But now we have no 
information from the craft," 
Davydov said. 

Russia's space officials ad¬ 
mitted from the beginning that 


the mission was a big risk as 
due to its complete lack of ex¬ 
perience in the last two 
decades in successfully send¬ 
ing probes to the solar system. 

However the launch was 
carried out to take advantage 
of the current position of the 
planet which means the dis¬ 
tance between Earth and Mars 
is relatively short. The next 
such "window" will open up 
in two years, Davydov said. 

The 13.5 tonne probe, out 
of control and carrying highly 
toxic fuel, could also crash 
into the earth, Roscosmos has 


warned. However Davydov 
said it is impossible to predict 
the exact position of such an 
event. 

"The crash area of any craft 
can only be estimated in the 
final 24 hours," he said. "Be¬ 
fore then, saying what will fall 
and where is pointless. 

Russia suffered several 
space failures over the past 12 
months after three navigation 
satellites plunged into the 
ocean in December, followed 
by loss of satellites for mili¬ 
tary and digital television. 

In August, a cargo ship 
bound for the International 
Space Station crashed in 
Siberia, leading to fears that 
ISS crew may have to be 
evacuated. 

The space agency's long 
term plans now be clear once 
the probe is established a fail¬ 
ure, and insurance payments 
are made out, Davydov said. It 
was insured for 1.2 billion 
roubles ($40 million). 

Davydov said that Russia 
may be better off in future 
sending probes to the Earth's 
moon and researching Mars in 
cooperation with its interna¬ 
tional partners. 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Eight 
South American countries 
were meeting in the heart of 
the Brazilian Amazon Tuesday 
to mull development and con¬ 
servation plans for one of the 
planet's largest natural re¬ 
serves. 

Representatives of Brazil, 
Bolivia, Colombia, Ecuador, 
Guyana, Peru, Suriname and 
Venezuela gathered in Manaus 
to review agreements signed 
to protect the Amazon against 
the threats of deforestation and 
illegal trafficking in timber 
and minerals. 

The eight Amazon coun¬ 
tries, who in 1978 signed an 
Amazon Cooperation Treaty, 
were to discuss plans for a 
joint stance at next June's UN 
conference on sustainable de¬ 
velopment in Rio. 

The Amazon, the world's 
largest tropical rainforest, is 
one of the world's largest re¬ 
serves of fresh water. 

A Brazilian diplomat, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the talks 
would focus on the Amazon 
Fund, a joint initiative 
launched in 2008 to combat 
deforestation and support con¬ 
servation and sustainable de¬ 
velopment. 

Other issues on the agenda 
are navigation rules on the 
Amazon river and a joint 
stance at next year's Rio con¬ 
ference. 

The diplomat said Brazil, 
which has the largest tract of 
Amazon rainforest, was keen 
on "expediting the process to 


implement the Amazon Fund." 

Attending the Manaus 
meeting were Brazilian For¬ 
eign Minister Antonio Patriota 
and his counterparts Ricardo 
Patino of Ecuador, Suriname's 
Winston Lackin, Venezuela's 
Ricardo Maduro as well as 
representatives of other parties 
to the Amazon Cooperation 
Treaty (OTCA). 

The initiative has received 
donations of nearly $58 mil¬ 
lion (42 million euros) over 
the past two years, well short 
of the initial target of one bil¬ 
lion dollars. 

It notably seeks to improve 
satellite tracking of forest de¬ 
forestation and environmental 
plans in border areas. 

Last year the Amazon lost 
7,000 square kilometers 
(2,702 square miles), down 
from the historic peak of 
2003-2004, when more than 
27,700 square kilometers were 
deforested. 

Officials say Amazon log¬ 
ging mainly results from fires, 
the advance of agriculture and 
cattle farming as well as ille¬ 
gal trafficking in timber and 
minerals. 

Covering an area of seven 
million square kilometers, the 
Amazon is home to 40,000 
plant species, millions of ani¬ 
mal species and some 420 in¬ 
digenous tribes, including 60 
who live in total isolation. 

According to OTCA, 38.7 
million people live in the re¬ 
gion, roughly 11 percent of the 
eight Amazon countries' pop¬ 
ulation.

Chavez introduces blanket 
price controls in Venezuela 


CARACAS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez yesterday 
began introducing a system 
of blanket price controls to 
combat soaring inflation in 
what critics see as another 
blow to Venezuela's market 
economy. 

Under a decree issued by 
Chavez in July, the price con¬ 
trols are being applied in 
stages, and are expected to 
take hold by early next year 
as Chavez runs for re-election 
after 13 years in power and a 
bout with cancer.

WASHINGTON (AFP) -

Oil prices zigzag on US 
growth, Iran sanctions 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices see-sawed in volatile 
trade Tuesday, dampened by 
weaker-than-expected U S 
growth data but boosted by 
news of a new IMF program 
that could potentially help 
Italy and Spain ward of crisis 
contagion. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in January, added $1.09 to 
$98.01 a barrel, off gains of 
above one dollar ahead of the 
US data. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
January advanced $1.81 to 
$109.03 in London trade. 

Prices started higher early 
on worries that the market 
could tighten after several 
Western countries announced 
they would step up pressure 
on Iran over its nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

The sanctions in part tar¬ 
get its energy industry. 

"Geopolitical risks are 


giving buoyancy to oi 
prices," said Commerzbank 
analyst Carsten Fritsch. 

But US prices plunged 
nearly two dollars after the 
Commerce Department shar¬ 
ply lowered its third quarter 
US growth estimate, to 2.0 
percent from 2.5 percent, sig¬ 
naling that the economy was 
weaker than had been under¬ 
stood during the period. 

Then, almost as quickly as 
it fell, the price shot up again 
in parallel with the euro after 
the International Monetary 
Fund announced a new crisis 
loan program that in theory 
could help Italy and Spain 
ward off contagion from eu¬ 
rozone turmoil. 

"We seem to be a little bit 
in a battle between worries 
about the economy and the 
sovereign debt problem being 
offset by concerns about Iran 
for the sanctions," said Tom 
Bentz of BNP Paribas.

Justin Bieber 
Takes Paternity 
Test 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Even after lawsuit was 
dropped last week, Bieber's 
team is taking steps to prove 
the allegations are false. 

Pop star Justin Bieber has 
reportedly taken a DNA test 
to disprove the paternity 
claim of a 20-year-old 
woman who alleged that a 
backstage bathroom sexual 
tryst following one of the 17- 
year-old’s concerts resulted 
in a pregnancy. 

Mariah Yeater, the 20- 
year-old woman who has ac¬ 
cused Bieber of fathering her 
child, must now provide a 
DNA sample from her son to 
prove whether or not the 17- 
year-old pop star is in fact the 
boy's father. 

While other celebrities in 
the same position may have 
simply paid a settlement to 


make the story disappear, 
Bieber took the high road and 
faced the rumors head on. 

Justin - who is currently 
dating Selena Gomez - said: 
"All this stuff is dealt with by 
my legal team. But if they 
want me to (take a paternity 
test) then I will. 

Last week, it had been sug¬ 
gested that Yeater had 
dropped her paternity suit 
against Bieber, with her 
lawyer insisting it hasn't been 
entirely dismissed and that 
both camps are trying to sort 
the matter out of court. 

Howard Weitzman, 
Bieber's attorney, has report¬ 
edly told Yeater's counsel that 
the singer was considering a 
countersuit. 

Bieber's spokesman did 
not respond to a Newsday re¬ 
quest for comment.

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Tennis: Classy Federer routs 
Nadal to make last four 


LONDON (AFP) - Roger Fed¬ 
erer crushed old rival Rafael 
Nadal 6-3, 6-0 as the defend¬ 
ing champion swept into the 
semi-finals of the ATP World 
Tour Finals on Tuesday. 

Federer went into the match 
knowing victory would guar¬ 
antee his place in the last four 
after Jo-Wilfried Tsonga de¬ 
feated Mardy Fish in the ear¬ 
lier Group B match. 

The 30-year-old hadn’t 
beaten Nadal since they met in 
the final of the ATP's season fi¬ 
nale here last year, but he pro¬ 
duced his most emphatic ever 
win against the Spaniard to 
ended a run of three successive 
head to head defeats. 

While Federer can relax in 
his final group game against 
Fish, there is no margin for 
error for Nadal, who needs to 
neat Tsonga on Thursday to 
make the last four. 

Nadal has often had the bet¬ 
ter of Federer, winning 17 of 
their matches including the last 
clash at this year's French 
Open final, but the meetings 
on hard courts have always 
been much closer affairs. 

Federer, aiming for a record 
sixth Tour Finals crown, ar¬ 
rived on a run of 13 successive 
wins which brought him titles 
in Basel and Paris and he was 
quick to impose himself with a 
dominant opening service 
game. 

The two heavyweights 
slugged away for the first five 
games until Federer suddenly 
produced the kind of sustained 
brilliance that has done for so 
many opponents in the past. 

Federer unloaded a stunning 
cross-court winner to rock 
Nadal back on his heels and then 
brought up three break points 
with a perfectly timed smash. 

The Spaniard fought 
gamely to stay in the point but 
eventually drove a backhand 


wide as the capacity crowd 
rose to their feet to acclaim 
both players. 

Federer had the bit between 
his teeth now and kept Nadal 
from threatening a comeback 
with some cleverly placed 
serves to close out the set. 

For the first time in the 
seven years they have been 
played each other, neither 
player was ranked number one 
after Nadal lost that spot to 
Novak Djokovic. 

The 16-time Grand Slam 
champion continued to take 


the attack to Nadal in the sec¬ 
ond set and the Spaniard was 
unable to find the right re¬ 
sponse. 

A blistering exchange of 
ground-strokes in the first 
game ended with Federer pro¬ 
ducing a winner from a seem¬ 
ingly impossible angle to 
secure the break. 

Again Nadal had no answer 
as Federer blazed forehand 
winners at will to open up a 3- 
0 lead. 

Federer's serve was work¬ 
ing beautifully and Nadal 
never threatened a fightback.

Baseball: US team owners, 
players agree on 5yrs deal 


Sandusky pedophilia 
hearing delayed 


NEW YORK(AFP) - Major 
League Baseball players and 
club owners signed an agree¬ 
ment on Tuesday for a five- 
year collective bargaining 
agreement that will ensure no 
shutdown of the sport through 
the 2016 season. 

Blood tests for human 
growth hormones, an ex¬ 
panded playoff system and the 
move of the Houston Astros 
from the National League 
Central division to the Ameri¬ 
can League West in 2013 are 
among changes coming as a 
result of the deal. 

The new contract comes 
three weeks ahead of the expi- 
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ration of the old deal and en¬ 
sures Major League Baseball 
will not stumble down the 
same path that saw a 4 172- 
month American football 
lockout and the NBA's ongo¬ 
ing lockout. 

Major League Baseball be¬ 
came the first US league that 
failed to crown a champion 
over a business dispute when 
the end of the 1994 season, in¬ 
cluding the World Series, was 
wiped out. 

But since a settlement was 
reached in 1995, Major 
League Baseball has not shut 
down and the new deal will 
ensure 21 years without such 
a stalemate. 

"Nobody back in the 70s, 
'80s and early '90s, in 1994, 
would ever believe that we 
would have 21 years of labor 
peace," Major League Base¬ 
ball commissioner Bud Selig 
said. 

Selig, whose contract as 
commissioner is set to expire 
at the end of 2012, has over¬ 
seen three sets of negotiations 
without a work stoppage. This 
was the first since Michael 
Weiner replaced Don Fehr as 
the union's executive director. 

Players and club owners 
must ratify the deal but that is 
expected to be a mere formal¬ 
ity. 

The deal creates a human 
growth hormone blood testing 
program for which the first 
positive test will result in a 
50-game suspension, the same 
ban given for a positive test 
for performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

Tests were approved for 
pre-season training and off¬ 
season but not during the 
April to September regular 
season. 

"Baseball players play vir¬ 
tually every single day from 
Feb. 20 through October and 
that's unlike any other athlete, 
professional or amateur, who 
is subject to drug testing," 


Weiner said. 

NFL club owners and play¬ 
ers agreed to HGH tests in 
their new deal last July but 
players have held up the start 
of actual blood tests over con¬ 
cerns about the method and 
guidelines of the program. 

US lawmakers, who have 
prodded NFL players to begin 
HGH tests and pushed base¬ 
ball to toughen anti-doping 
measures for years, were de¬ 
lighted at the HGH testing 
provisions of the contract. 

Houston's league switch, 
the first realignment since 
Milwaukee joined the Na¬ 
tional League in 1997, gives 
each league 15 teams and 
means that there will be one 
interleague game every day of 
the six-month season rather 
than a cluster of such games 
near the middle of the cam¬ 
paign. 

Also included in the new 
deal is an expanded playoff 
format starting in 2012 or 
2013 that will add one team in 
each league to the post-season 
title chase. 

The two non-division win¬ 
ners with the best records in 
each league will meet in a 
one-game playoff with the 
winner advancing to join the 
three division champions in 
each league in the current 
playoff format. 

With only 10 playoff teams 
among its 30 clubs, Major 
League Baseball remains the 
toughest playoff group to join 
in North American sport. The 
NFL sends 12 of 32 teams into 
the playoffs while 16 of 30 
quailify in the NBA and Na¬ 
tional Hockey League. 

Moves to held promote 
parity were kept in place, with 
a luxury tax on payrolls re¬ 
maining at $178 million for 
the next two seasons, pressur¬ 
ing big-spending teams like 
the Boston Red Sox, New 
York Yankees and Philadel¬ 
phia. 


HARRISBURG (AFP) - A 
preliminary hearing on 40 
charges of child sex abuse 
against former Penn State 
University assistant Ameri¬ 
can football coach Jerry San¬ 
dusky was delayed to 
December 13 on Tuesday. 

The hearing was moved to 
Bellefonte, Pennsylvania, so 
a judge from outside Harris¬ 
burg could hear the case to 
avoid any appearance of a 
conflict of interest with the 
school or Sandusky's charity, 
The Second Mile. 

A prior judge in the case 
had once been a volunteer for 
the charity. 

Sandusky has said he is in¬ 
nocent of sexual abuse 
charges, although he did

admit showering with boys at 
times. Prosecutors will try to 
show at the hearing that there 
is enough evidence for a trial. 

A hearing for former Penn 
State athletic director Tim 
Curley and former university 
vice president Gary Schultz 
remains scheduled in Harris¬ 
burg on December 6.
